Works, after a field inspection, waived the permit required sample depths
and requested that samples be taken at a 4' depth below tanks. The

boring (sample point, Bl) was waived by the County Engineer, Nicole

Long. Ms. Long also waived the requirement to define the vertical and
lateral extent of the contaminated area, as the contaminated area was
intended to be excavated and disposed of properly.

All contaminated soil (SP6, Tank 4#805) was excavated, and stockpiled on
visqueen. The contsminated soil will be properly handled on-site with
the approval by the Department of Health Services, the Regiomal Water
Quality Control Board, and the City of Santa Fe Springs, or it will be
manifested, hauled and disposed of properly.

The excavated area (20' x 24" x 18' deep) was resampled by the CRL mobile
lab for Total Petroleum Hydrocarbons (EPA 418.1). At 10', the south side
wall showed a result of 25 mg/kg; at bottom hole the result showed 46
mg/kg. There was no signs of contamination to the east, west, or north.
